Under  the 
new  post  office  arrangements,  it 
will  soon  be  possible  for  students 
to  mail  pa<^ages  as  well  as  letters 
here  on  the  campus.

In  several  bulletins  received  in 
the  office  of  the  TRUMPET  re¬ 
cently,  interesting  news  appeared 
for  the  veterans  on  the  campus  as 
follows: 

About  ten  million  veterans  have 
allowed  their  G.T.  term  insurance 
to  lapse.  They  may  reinstate  this 
insurance  on  or  before  Feb.  1, 
1947,  without  a  physical  examina¬ 
tion  by  signing  a  statement  that 
their  health  is  as  good  now  as 
when  their  policies  lapsed  and  by 
paying  premiums  for  only  two 
months. 

Another  n'amlng  u’as  issued 
by  J.  Reuben  Datr.  Iowa  In¬ 
surance  officer  for  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration,  con¬ 
cerning  the  service  Insurance 
premiums.  All  out-of-state 
veterans  attending  college  in 
Iowa  today  arc  to  be  careful 
in  mailing  their  G.I.  insurance 
premlunu  to  make  sure  the 
premium  payments  are  getting 
to  the  right  place. 

All  World  War  II  veterans  who 
maintain  a  legal  residence  in  the 
states  of  Iowa,  Nebra^a,  Minne¬ 
sota  and  the  Dako'tas  will  mail  in¬ 
surance  premiums  to  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Collections  Unit,  Veterans 
Administraton  Branch  8.  Fort 
Snelling,  St  Paul  11,  Minn. 

Veterans  from  other  states 
than  those  mentioned  in  (he 
above  paragraph  are  to  con¬ 
tinue  mailing  their  insurance 
premiums  to  the  VA  branch 
offices  in  their  home  areas 
provided  that  they  have  maln- 
tained  their  legal  residence  in 
their  home  state. 

Any  change  in  the  legal  resi¬ 
dence  of  a  G.I.  under  this  insur- 
j  ance  must  be  reported  to  the  VA 
1  in  order  that  the  records  may  be 
I  sent  to  the  proper  branch  office. 

■  2.  Education  or  .iob-training 
under  the  G.I.  Bill  of  Rights 
must  be  started  not  more  than 
four  years  after  the  war  and 
must  be  completed  not  more 
than  nine  years  after  the  end 
of  the  war.

Regent  Heads  Topic 
‘Lest  We  Sleep* 

The  Rev.  Louis  Belk,  chairman 
of  the  Wartburg  college  Board  of 
Regents,  warned  against  becoming 
complacent  as  he  addressed  the 
convocation  assembly  on  Tuesday, 
Ddc.  17. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Belk  cited  the 
sleeping  disciples  in  Gethsemane 
and  the  sleepy  youth  of  Troas, 
Eutychus,  who  fell  out  of  an 
upper-story  window  while  St. 
Paul  was  preaching,  as  the 
examples  of  complacency  cf  Bib¬ 
lical  times. 

"The  more  dangerous  sleepers 
in  this  streamlined  age  are  the 
dormant  Christians  of  our  com¬ 
munities.  There  have  been  flagrant 
violations  of  the  ‘gold  standard  of 
morality.’

Prof.  A.  W.  Swensen,  head  of 
the  Wartburg  college  chemistry 
department,  was  called  on  to  help 
•'nip  in  the  bud"  an  apparent 
murder  plot  in  a  neighboring 
county  during  the  recent  holiday 

sheriff  of  that  county 
brou^t  in  a  bottle  of  "Bourbon 
Liqueur”  under  mysterious  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  requested  Ptof. 
Swensen  to  make  a  chemical  anal¬ 
ysis  of  its  contents.  In  cooperation, 
Prof.  Swensen  performed  the 
necessary  laboratory  analysis  and 
made  the  startling  discovery  th^ 
the  liquid  contained  enough 
strychnine  sulphate  to  kill  20  per-

Dr.  Grant  Of  T.  C. 

Talks  To  Scientists 

Dr.  Martin  L,  Grant,  of  the 
science  department  of  Iowa  State 
Teachei-s  college,  spoke  Thursday 
evening  to  the  Science  club  of 
Wartburg  college.  As  his  theme, 
he  lectured  on  the  "Experiences 
of  a  Biologist  in  Columbia.” 

His  basic  motive  for  exploring 
the  regions  of  Columbia  a  few 
>ears  ago  was  to  find  the  cinchona 
tiee.  The  bark  of  this  tree  contains 
quinine  and  certain  other  crys¬ 
talline  alkaloids,  which  are  useful 
in  combating  malaria  fever.  To  il¬ 
lustrate  his  lecture,  Dr.  Grant 
showed  several  collections  of  in¬ 
sects,  minerals,  magazines,  stamps 
and  native  handwork.  Also  shown 
were  colored  films  of  the  region 
of  exploration.

Roselius  Goes 
To  AL  Conference 

Eighth  biennial  convention  of 
the  American  Lutheran  conference 
held  Nov.  13  to  15  in  Rockford, 
Ill.,  was  attended  by  Dean  William 
Roselius  of  the  Wartburg  faculty. 
Some  135  representatives  of  the 
five  bodies  forming  the  conference 
were  present. 

This  conference  consists  of 
the  Augustana  Synod,  the 
American  Lutheran  church,  the 
Lutlieran  Free  church,  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  church  and  the 
United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
church.  These  groups  joined  in  the 
three  days  of  fellowship  under  the 
theme  “One  World — God’s  World." 
Theme  Developed. 

Theme  was  developed  tlirough 
the  morning  and  afternoon  devo¬ 
tions,  addresses  and  discussions. 
Highlight  of  the  convention,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dean  Roselius,  was  the 
banquet,  at  which  Dr.  , Wilhelm 
Pau.k,  professor  of  history  at 
Chicago  Theological  Seminary, 
delivered  an  address  on  "The 
Outlook  for  Protestantism  in  the 
Post-War  World.” 

Dean  Roselius  commented,  “An 
outstanding  feature  was  the 
scholarly  address  by  Dr.  Franklin 
Clark  Fry,  president  of  the  United 
Lutheran  church  in  America?  on 
actual  conditions  of  Protestantism 
in  the  European  countries.” 

Elected  Commissions  Lead. 

These  five  bodies  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Lutheran  conference  co-oper¬ 
ate  on  certain  works  of  the  church 
led  by  elected  commissions.

Canadian  Affairs. 


Baetke  Attends 
Rural  Life  Meet 

The  Rev.  August  Baetke,  head 
of  the  sociology  department, 
tended  the  Notional  Convocation 
on  the  Church  in  the  Town  and 
Country,  aq  annual  Protestant 
meeting  of  those  interested  in 
church  and  rural  life,  held  in  Dcs 
Moines  from  Nov.  12  to  14. 

Over  900  registered  partici¬ 
pants,  including  representatives 
from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States,  Mexico,  Cuba  and  India, 
were  present.  Registrants  covered 
almost  all  fields  of  leadership  in 
rural  problems — chui’ches  with 
special  departments  for  rural 
work,  educational  institutions, 
such  as  seminaries,  colleges  and 
especially  agricultural  colleges, 
and  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

‘Lively  Appreciation  Exists.' 

“There  existed  at  the  meeting," 
commented  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baetke, 
"a  very  lively  appreciation  of  our 
lural  heritage  and  a  definite  in¬ 
terest  in  the  possibility  of  the 
church’s  making  a  contribution  to 
our  rural  life.” 

Addresses  by  men  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  and  vari- 
church  officials, .meetings  of 
commissions  on  many  problems 
of  the  rural  church  and  reports 
on  studies  being  conducted  con¬ 
stituted  the  main  part  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  three-day  meeting. 
Census  Results  Given. 

Partial  results  of  a  study  to 
which  students  of  Wartburg  also 
contributed — the  Iowa  religious 
census — were  presented.  This 
study  when  completed,  it  was 
pointed  out,  will  be  indeed  use¬ 
ful,  as  the  purposes  of  the  cen- 
sxis  show.  The  main  purposes  are 
summarized  thus; 

"<1)  to  locate  families  not  now 
active  in  church  work  and  to 
obtain  a  record  of  church  pref¬ 
erence;  (2j  to  help  leaders  of  in¬ 
dividual  churches  plan  for  better 
living  in  'Iowa  rural  and  urban 
conununities;  (3)  to  obtain  a  more 
adequate  understanding  of  the 
church  situation  and  population 
changes;  (4)  to  help  mobilize 
spiritual  and  human  resources  for 
effective  peacetime  programs.”
